OF THE "MAX AT THE WHEKL,

The heavy storm that passed over Pennsyl-

vinin, Ohio, Indians, and lowa last Tues

duy, had & very damaging effect on the vuriqns
Craft that were caught out in it, Heavy blowing
was obgorvable from all points of the compass
several days before the storm, and clouds scemed
to be gathering on the horizon, On the morning
of Tuesday the sun rose bright as usual, but be-
fore noon it was evident that the bark My Policy,
Captain Androw Johunson, would either go under
or elge be dashed to pieces on the breakers. The
pumps were worked vigorously all day long,
under the supervision of Flist Mate Randall and
Purser MceCulloch. The bllge was attempted
to be kept clear by Clymer and the other deck
hands, but notwithstanding thelr most vigorous
efforts, the waves so overwhelmed them as to
continually keep them under water, und before
six o'clock that night the craft went down with
211 on bourd,

The My Policy was very badly rigoed, und
ranked I'l, and was copper fastened tnroughout.
She was condemned as unsenworthy by the
Government inspectors in the fore part of last
summer, and should have been laid up then, but
her eaptain fusigted upon running her, notwith-
standing her f{eaking badly in every frip she
made: nnd came near foundering  her last treip
to Chicago snd bnck, last Beptember, She
would hove dong so, had it npt been for the
efforts of Beward and Grant, the carpenter and
gunner, who threw overboard eoerything In order
to lighten her, and keop her leak above the
water, She last spring ran against the old Tug
Thad. beeens, and got such a knock right be-
tween wind and waler that it took eaveful trim-
ming of the vessel, when under sail, to keep her
aflont; 1o fact, the carponter had been kept to
work day apd night apon her ever since the ac-
edent, and be belleved, we think, that she
would never be made tight or much of a vessel
with all the repairing he conld put on her,
Although & comparatively new vessel, her main
timbers were rotten, and she had weak knees, con
sequently it was lmpoessible for her to carry the
sall that the caplain continuslly insisted upon

crowding upon her, The underwriters, we under-
stand, had not raade out her policy at the time

she went down, consequently sbe is a total loss,
which falls mostly upon tne oapiain, who was
her principal owner,

The My Policy was bullt apd lsunched at

Washington, D. C,, last April, and has had a

very sloroy tune of JLever sings, Althe laying

ol the keel last March, the Secretary of she
Novy was not invited to be present, the chptain
not belpg able to remember his name,  Another
incident that happened al her launching seemed
to be the forerunner of misfortune to the craft,
As they were knocking awny the seaffolding
around her, preparatory to Ler laanch, Freed
man's Bill was killed outright, aud several of
his co-laborers severely wounded,

The captain has wade several frips, but none of
them have proved profifable w bhim. The first
scoident to the My Poliey was, as before
noticed, ronning into the tug Thad, Stevens,
and after that, on a little pleasure excursion
with a party of the captain’s friends on the
224 of February, when sbhe was canght in a
little sgunall, which carried away her figure.
head (n “‘duck™), nleo her forestay and muin-
miat., Thisnecident happened by the party being
a little jolly, and a Philadelphia pilot by the
name of Tom Florenee being at the wheel,
whose experience in navigating so large & ¢raft
was very limited. Putting into Porl, they re-
paired the oraft as well a2 they could, throwing
the “duck” overboard and getting the earpenter
to rig wp n jury mast, the Invention of Mr.
Btanbery, und she lias sailed ever ¢lnce with that
imperfect rig. She was always “*down by the
head,” as the sallore bave it, und stesred very
“wide,” paying but little atiention to her helm
during @ blow, The captsin did better (aying
in Port than when under weigh., Her model
wis entirely original, with too much of the
“Rake” about her, and experienced nsutical
men, such stanton, Chase, Harlan, and
others, alwnys predicted that, whutever
ghe might do falr weatber, =he would
never live in storm, and the second
Tuesdny in October storms were looked lor by
many s resulting in the total wreek of
ernft, unless the captain would discharge his
erew and dismantle the ship. Buat advice not
belng heeded, the result 1= as we lny before our
resders to-day, DPerhaps no crafl thal was ever
built was ever ran by any man sgeinst such
overwhelming testimony, by competent judges,
as lo its utter unworthiness, And although
well provisioned, and manned by pleked men,
and expericnced onesz, sach as Randall, first
mate, Beward, carpenier, Stanberry, rigzer,
Raymond, sailmaker, Welles, captain of the
foretop, and others belore the mast, shie went
down in spite of the best mansgement, from the
sole cause that she was rotten und unworthy.
We hope no more shallops of that bul.d will
ever again spread sall in these walers,

The wickeder kind of *Prurient Prude" has
committed great ravages In our English rail
Wiys, whore the carringes, you must xpow, mie
stall and seldom fAlled. Respeclable men found
themselves alone with a shy-looking female; ad-
dressed o civil remurg to hery, were gooused ut
the end of the jonrney of atempling her virtue,
ond punished unjustly, or clse hmr to buy her
off, till at Iast, as | learn from an nrticle In the
Saturday Review, many worthy men refused to
sit In & carrisge where there was 8 woman only,
gneh terror had the *Prurent Prude” wspired
in manly breasts, The last of these heroimnes,
bowever, came to griel; her vietim showed Hght,
submatted to trial, nmf got the police on nher.
Bhie proved to be, as any one versed in humsn
nature could have foretold, n woman of remark-
ubly loose worule, and she js at this moment
expiating her three Pes—Prudery, Prurience,
and Perjury—In one of her Majesty's gaols.

“Prurient Prude.”) After this flourish of
prudery, FPruriens goes with gusto into the
detutls which he had just said were wnfit for
publication. Take your file of Buglish journals,
and vou will soon lay your hund on this variety
of the *“Prurient Prude,” A harmless little
humbug enough,

But, #s among women, £0 among writers, the
“Frurient Prude” becomes a less {ransparent
und more dangerous impostor, when, strong in
the shelter of the anonymous, which ill(l.(!& Irom
the public s own dissolute lite and obscene
conversation, he rends his neighber by the light
of his own corrupt imagination, and =o his pru-
rient prudery fakes the. torm of slander, and
ussassinales the fmr fame of his moral, mtellec:
tunl, ana social supenor,

Now the five iar gix “Prorient Prudes” who
detile the American press have lately selected
me, of all persons, for their vietim, They are
l:}lng hard to muke the American pubiic be.
lieve two monstrous fulsehoods—first, that they
are puresmionded men; sccondly, that 1 am an
impure wrner,

01 ecourse, |f these five or six “Prurient
Prudes" had the courage o0 do ns 1 do, =ign
their nnmes to their personslities, their names
and their ebarneters would be all the defense |
ghould need. But, by withholding their simna-
tures they give the same weight to thelr stute-
meots that on honest man glyes by appending
s signature, and compel me ot of respect to
the American public, whose esteem [ value, to
depart from the usunl practice of authors in my
position, aud to hovor mere literary vermin
with a reply. The cuase, then, stunds thus,
have produeed a story called “Gritlith Gaunt;
or, Jealousy.” Thig story has, eyver sipee De.
cember, 1865, floaled the Argosy, nu English
periodical, and bus been engerly read in the pages
ol 114 Allantic Montiiy. In this tale T have Lo
denl, us un artist and a scholar, with the very
pericd Heory Fielding bas deseribed —to the
sutisfaction of Prurient Prudes; a period
